The grand climax of the year's les­ 
sons Hi us far Is reached in t his one. 
If the significance of the crucifixion Is 
not apprehended, all the lessons thus 
far are meaningless. 
It is not a mat­ 
ter of learning le sso n s taught by a 
great teacher, or Imitating the example 
of a great and good man, but of ap­ 
prehending the vicarious 
a to n em en t 
made by the world’s Redeemer. Christ 
saves, not by his ethics, but by his 
shed blood. 
His death was purposeful 
and absolutely voluntary. 
I. Jesus Arraigned Before Pilate (vv. 
1-15). 
In the early morning, after the mock 
trial bef*»re the high priest, they bound 
Jesus and delivered him to Pilate. 
They aet freely in this according to 
the evil desires of their own hearts. 
II. Jesus Crowned With Thorns (vv. 
16*29). 
Knowing that Jesus had been con­ 
demned for claiming to be Israel’s 
king, they in mockery crown him with 
a wreath of thorns, and salute him 
“King of the Jews.” Not only this, but 
they smote him on the head and spit 
upoa him and went through a process 
of mock worship. The crown of thorns 
typifies the curse which he bore for 
man’s sin. 
Iii. Jesus Crucified (vv. 21-41). 
1. Led away to the place of crucifix­ 
ion (vv. 21-23). 
At first they compelled him to bear 
his own cross, but when physical weak­ 
ness made this impossible, they com­ 
pelled Simon tin* (’yreniau to bear it 
for him. 
It is beautiful to note that 
the son of tIiis Cyrenian who bore the 
cross of Jesus came to believe on him 
(Romans 
Id; 13). 
Because 
of 
the 
scourging and cruel indignities heaped 
upon him. they actually were obliged 
to bear him to Golgotha. His fa ce was 
marked by the thorns and cruel blows, 
so that, there was “no form or comeli­ 
ness” (Isa. 53:2). All this he endured 
for us. He drank this bitter cup to its 
very dregs and refused to drink the 
“wine 
m ingled 
with myrrh, 
which 
would have d eadened his pain. 
He 
went all tile way in his sufferings. 
2. Gambling for the clothing of the 
Lord (vv. 24, 25). 
Having n a i l e d him to the cross they 
gambled for the seamless robe under 
the very cross where he was dying, and 
in ti’.eir heartless cruelty they sat 
down to watch him die (Matt.

Making Fog to Order. 


Fogs are in such great demand In 
I certain Industries that they must be 
made to order at great expense. 
Cot­ 
ton, wool, silk and cordage mills, ware­ 
houses, paper mills, leather and felt 
factories, printing plants, and scores 
of other Industrial works require a 
uniformly humid atmosphere which is 
not naturally obtainable. 
One of the 
most common means of attaining this 
end is by producing fog at numerous 
points throughout a plant and mixing 
it with the surrounding air. 


Enfield Rifle Is Used. 


The United States soldier in this 
war will carry the Enfield rifle, which 
is used by the British army, Instead 
of the Springfield, which has been the 
standard arm of the service through 
many years of peace. 
The reason giv­ 
en for the change by the war depart­ 
ment is that the facilities for manu­ 
facturing the Springfield are not suf­ 
ficient. 
Rifle experts say, howevdb, 
that the real reason is the superiority 
of the Enfield, and especially of Its 
sights.—Exchange.

WOLF'S COMET. NEW ADDITION 


Outclasses 
All 
Others, 
Speeding 


Tow ard Sun at 1,134,246 Miles a 
D a y — Visible Last Spring. 


A gigantic comet, outclassing in size 
and brilliancy all those seen in mod­ 
ern times, including Hailey's, is speed­ 
ing through tin* solar system toward 
the sun at tin* approximate rate of 
1.134,246 miles a day. 
The comet will 
he a tiling of glory in the northwest­ 
ern sky this coming spring, probably 
'remaining visible for three months. It 
will h<* at its best In June. 
To Illustrate the size of this new 
member of the solar system, recall the 
fact that Hailey's comet, which held 
tile center of the stellar stage in EHI, 
W as seen through tin* great telescopes 
eight months before perihelion, which 
Is a planet’s closest approach to the 
■ sun. 
The new comet was seen 14 
; months 
before 
perihelion—or 
six 
months earlier than Hailey’s was seen 
or sought for.

(the (Bd of a publicity agent.

I poured on the photographic plate at 
the end of Prof. Max Wolf’s telescope 


I at Heidelberg one evening In April, 
J 916. 
Doctor Wolf thought it a new 
^steroid and was about to add it to 
the large collection of these small 
planets already listed among the astro- 
I nom I ca I exhibits, but a second and 
; third observation showed the stranger 
to be an eccentric actor—a member 
pf the cometary school and of enor­ 
mous size. 
It was then something like 
483,000,000 miles distant. Doctor Wolf 
reported the cornet officially, and It 
will go down in popular history as 
^Tolf’s comet.—The Melting Pot.
